CANADIAN 


The price.of wheat at the begin- 
ning ‘of the week was $1.55%. C. P. 
R. stock stood at 147. 

The estimates for the Province of 
Saskatchewan for this year have just 
peen introduced. They ehow both 
revenue and expenditure increased, 
and a very small anticipated deficit 
for the year. Interest charges are 
reduced by means of refunding oper- 


~ ations. 


It is reported that proposals are 6y, 
foot for a great combine of dairy 
companies all over Canada with fr 
capital of some (20 million dollars. 
On account of the extraordinary mild 
weather the rivers in Alberta are op. 
en in many places, and in the south 
of the Province ploughing has been 
going on. 

The trial of the various fruit com- 
panies accused of forming an illegal 
combine is to open at Victoria on th- 
18th of thig month. 

It is reported that the elevators at 
the head of the Great Lakes are now 
so full of grain that an embargo on 
further shipments is being imposed 
for the meantime. ; 

Sir Henry Thornton, head of th- 
Canadian National Railways, has an- 
nounced that measures will be taker 
to improv« the facilities at the po 
din the (Maritime Prtvinces of Canada, 
80 that these may receive a greater 
volume of ‘Canadian trade. 

The commission which has been in- 
vestigating the Nova Scotia coal situ 
ation has reported that the British 
Empire ‘Steel ‘Corporation was justi- 
fied in asking for a reduction in wage 
rates in 1924 but not in 1922, that 2 
system of open accounting should } 
introduced as between mine owner: 
and the men, and that wage revisions 
should be considered every si: 
months, 

The Progressives in the Dominion 
house have come to an agreement tc 
es together through the coming ses- 
sion. 

M. Esdale and J. W. Jeffrey, the 
King’s Printer, have been committec 
for trial in connection with 
alleged frauds in printing contracts 
under the late Liberal government of 
Alberta. 

‘A scheme hag been arranged he- 
tween the C.P.R. and the British Over- 
seas settlement committee for the 
settlement of 100 families in the 
Vermilion district of Alberta durinz 
this spring and summer. The Luther- 
an church expects to bring out 460 
families and settle them on _ the 
prairie this year. 

Premier Brownlee while in Eastern 
Canada has been: discussing with Pre- 
mier Ferguson of Ontario the ques- 
tion of the carriage of Alberta coal 
to the Ontario market. 

Canada is to be represented at the 
forthcoming international sconomic 
conference at Geneva. 

The extraordinary warm weather 
has affected the trapping in the north 
of Alberta to such an extent as _ to 
make it almost impossible for the 
trappers to work owing to the rivers 
not being properly frozen end the ab- 
sence of snow. 

Mr. Pyke, commissioner for the 
Lethbridge northern irrigation 
scheme, has announced that a _ very 
large quantity of land hae been offer- 
ed to and acrepted by the commis- 
sion for settlement under the _irri- 
gation system. At least 15,000 addi- 
tional acres will thus be available for 
breaking up into small irrigated farms. 

In order to relleve the uuemploy- 
ment situation in the (Cape Breton 
coal mining area the Canadian Na- 
tional Railway is ordering 120,000 
ttons of bunker coal. 

It is announced that the fox farm- 
ing industry in Alberta is enjoying a 
great measure of prosperity, divi- 
dends of over 40 per cent. having been 
earned by many of the companies. 

Premier Bracken of Manitoba hag 
made a public statement that the 
rural credits scheme in operation in 
the province have involved a loss of 
some $700,000,000, which is irrecover- 
able. 

The’.Dominion Parliament opened 
on Friday, and Mr. LaPointe, leader 
of the government in the House of 
Commons, owing to the Premier, Mr. 
McKenzie King, not having a seat in 
the House, moved a vote of confi- 
dence in the Government, which was 
atonce challenged ‘by the Opposition. 
This will furnish an immediate test 
of whether the Government can re- 
main in office for any time at all. The 
Progressives have intimated they will 
not tolerate any large number of ap- 
pointments by the Government to 
official positions under the existing 
circumstances. 

At the close of 1925 the membership 
of the United Farmers of Alberta was 
only 12,560, being 2500 less than at 
the close of 1924. : 


BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


A striking appeal for industrial un- 


ity has been issued in Great Britain 
signed by a large number of leading 
members of the labour party and lab- 
our unions on the one hand and Jead- 
ing manufacturers and financial men 
on the other. The appeal pleads for 
the application of christian principle 
to business relations. 

In the meantime there is no solu- 
tion in sight of the coal industry prob: 
lem and both the mine owners and 
the miners are making preparations 
for a great struggle when the govern: 
ment subsidy comes to an end on the 
first of May next. The miners have 
been promised the support of a large 
number of other labour unions total: 
Ting some four and a halt million 
men.

Canadian offices in*London ‘in’ order 
to take advantage’ of the new « cheap 
fares recently announced by.'the Cana- 
dian and British governmenta‘in.con- 
junction with the:steamship compan- 
les, aad tee i ui 

Lord Parmour, who was a member 
of the late Labour ‘government _ in 
Great. Britain, has made a’ public 
statement. that it is “impossible «for 
the British Overseas: Dominions :to 
remain at peace if Great Britain is 
at war unless they declare their com- 
plete independence and have it recog: 
nized internationally. 

The eplit in the Liberal, party in 
Great Britain appears to be becoming 
more pronounced. Sir Alfred Mond 
in a public speech has attacked Mr. 
Lloyd George’s land policy and has 
declared that he will not support it. 

An acute controversy has arisen in 
Great Britain as to the efficiency of 
the navy. Admiral Lambert has 
made charges of its being less defi- 
cient technically during the late war 
than the Germany navy and_ these 
charges have been emphatically de. 
nied by Admiral Bacon. The - govern. 
ment is likely to be urged to appoint 
a commission of inquiry into the quee 
tion. 

Rumours are again being circulat- 
ed as to the approaching marriage of 
the Prince of Wales. On this occasion 
it is suggested that his bride is to be 
the Princess Astard of Sweden. No 
official announcement of any sort has 
been made and this also may be an 
entirely inaccurate rumour, . 

Japan has eent word to Gréat Brit- 
ain and the United States that she 
would like to negotiate a new treaty 
as to seal hunting in the Pacific and 
the Behring Sea. It is not certain 
what the attitude of Great Britain 
and the United States may be to the 
proposal. 

An imperial conference is proposed 
for this Autumn unless the parliamen- 
taiy situation in Canada makes it un- 
desirable to hold such. 

It is reported from Great Britain 
that the commission now considering 
the question of the coal industry is 
likely to advise the taking over of 
mineral rights by the state. This will 
not mean the working of the coal min- 
es by the state, but only the owner- 
ship of the coal on much the same 
system as prevails in Western Cana- 
da. The Labour party in Britain ie 
strongly in favour of this change, 

The Mosul question is not yet set- 
tled, though there does not appear to 
be any great tension with regard to 
it for the moment. The Turkish For 
sign Minister, speaking in the Nation- 
al Assembly, has declared that Tur- 
key has not given up her rights to 
Mosul. It appears that Turkey its '~ 
clined to try to re-open negotiations 
with Britain on the question, but that 
Britain will not consent to such a 
course. : 


FOREIGN 


A slight earthquake was felt in the 
Rhineland in Germany last week but 
no damage was done. 

Very heavy fogs have been met with 
off the Atlantic coast with the effect 
of delaying shipments to a large ex- 
tent. 

Mount Vesuvius, in Italy, has been 
in violent eruption for the past few 
days. 

There is a proposal from the United 
States to hold a conference during 
the present year between all the 
wheat poolsinthe States and Canada 
and Australia. The Russian Soviet 
government has been making a fur- 
ther large number of arrests in con- 
nection with alleged plots of counter 
jrevolutionaries against tthe govern- 
ment. 

The government of Russia is pro- 
posing to settle a number of Eskimo 
families on Wrangell island in the 
far north. 

Another attempt to reach the north 
pale by aeroplane is being planned for 
March under Steffanson and Wilkins 
an Australian airman. It ig being 
organized in the United States. 

A number of United States senators 
have spoken in favour of the United 
States joining the League of Nations, 
and opinion seems to be moving to 
some extent at any rate in this direc- 
tion. It is at least very likely that 
the United States will take part in 
an international disaramament confer- 
ence as well as join the world court 
of arbitration. 

Germany is negotiating with 
France and the allied nations for the 
removal of the restrictions imposed 
by the Treaty of Versailles upon the 
construction of aeroplanes in Ger. 
many. In return for this removal 
Germany proposes to allow foreign 
aeroplanes to fly over Germany, which 
at present is forbidden. 

There have been great floods in 
Mexico which have resulted in many 
deaths. Slight earthquakes have oc 
curred in Southern Italy. 

An extraordinary crisis :.ppears to 
have developed in Hungary, where the 
discovery has been made of gigantic 
forgeries of French bank notes to the 
value of some 30 million francs. It 
is believed that the forgeries are con- 
nected with a movement to place the 
Archduke Albrecht on the throne of 
Hungary, and that the Regent Ad- 
miral Horthy is connected with this 
plot. At present the affair eeems to 
be shrouded in mystery, but one re- 
port states that the Allied representa- 
tives in Hungary have demanded the 
resignation of Admiral Horthy. It 
is most unlikely that the neighboring 
states of Hungary, s\ch as Roumania, 
Jugo-Slavia and ‘'' Czecho-Slovakia 
would tolerate a monarchical restora- 
tion in (Hungary, and this may be the 
explanation of the demand for Ad. 
miral Horthy’s resignation if it has 
really been made. At the same time 
extengive money forgeries have been 
discovered in other countries, and 
have contributed towards creating a 
feeling of decided unrest among the 
different European countrics. 

In Syria an attack has been made 
by Druse rebels on Christians and 
about 100 are said to have been mur. 
dered. Little news has come in from 
this country of late, and it looks as if 
the new French authorities are begin- 
ning to get the country under control

DEATH OF L. J. PORTER 


The people of Red Deer heard with 
the utmost regret on Sunday last of 
the death of Len Porter, one of the 
old residents of the city. Mr. Porter 
went with his family to Edmonton for 
the Christmas holidays,’and on his 
return after Christmas was attacked 
by a severe cold, which developed into 
pleurisy. He appeared to have got 
over the worst of the attack, when in 
the latter part of last week pneu. 
monia developed, and although he 
made a galiant fight, and received the 
utmost attention, the heart was un- 
able to stand the strain, and-he died 
early on Sunday morning. 

Mr. Porter was born just over 49 
years ago in Ulverton, Quebec, and 
came to Red Deer 20 years ago. He 
and Mrs. Porter had been residente of 
the city practically ever since, He 
was occupied with various businesses 
in that time. For some years he was 
attached to the firm of Mich“ ner, 
Carscallen and :Co., and acted as pri- 
vate secretary to Mr., now Senator, 
E. Michener. For a few months he 
was in Edmonton, but returned again 
to Red Deer, and entered the service 
of the Central Alberta Farmers’ iCo- 
Operative Association, with whom he 
was up till the time of his death. 

Mr. ‘Porter was one of those quiet, 
unassuming citizens who, without 
taking any very prominent part in the 
public life of the community, yet con- 
tribute in full measure to its well- 
being. He was a loya! adherent of 
the Methodist Church, and took no 
small share of the routine and busi- 
ness work of the congregation in Red 
Deer. In all the affairs of the city 
and the district he was keenly inter. 
eeted, and could be counted on for a 
quiet and kindly attitude on any ques- 
tion that came up. It was, however, 
in his home life that his deepest in- 
terest lay and those who had the 
privilege of knowing him in his home, 
can speak to the altogether happy and 
united atmosphere that prevailed 
there, and to the pleasure which he 
and Mrs: Porter took in extending an 
entirely sincere and cordial hospital- 
ity to their friends, whose number 
was very large: His early death will 
take from the community a figure of 
avery attractive type, for whom none 
had anything but kindly words and 
friendly thoughts. He leaves a family 
consisting of Mrs. Porter and two 
children, @ son and a_ daughter, 
aged respectively 15 and 9 years, to 
whom the utmost sympathy of the 
whole community will be extended in 
their bereavement. The funeral will 
be on Friday next at 2.30 p.m. from 
the United Church and will be 
Masonic in character, Mr. Porter 
having been a member of the order.

ARED DEER MAN'S 
IMPRESSIONS OF 
SOUTH AFRIGA 


MR. ERIC PYKE TELLS OF SOME 
PRESENT DEVELOPMENTS IN 
SOUTH AFRICA 


Mr. Eric Pyke, son of Mr. Dugald 
Pyke, of Red Deer, has been good 
enough to give to The News some 
information about present-day devel- 
opments in South Africa. Mr. Pyke 
has just returned from South Africa, 
where for the last two years he has 
been associated with the South 
African agent of his company, the 
Wayagamack Pulp & Paper Coy. of 
Three Rivers, Quebec. 

At the present time South Africa’s 
trade relation with Canada is mainly 
that of an importer. South Africa 
buys from Canada large quantities 
of paper, both. news-print and wrap- 
ping paper. Some 90% of the whole 
supply of paper in South Africa ig 
bought from Canada. Further South 
Africa buys from us much agricultur- 
al machinery. The Massey-Harris 
Company, for instance, does a large 
trade with South Africa. Recently 
South Africa did away with the for- 
mer general imperial preference, and 
substituted for it a preference on cer- 
tain definite articles, amongst which 
are newsprint, agricultural machinery 
and white lead. So far South Africa 
has not got any equivalent preference 
from Canada in return, but she has 
recently appointed a trade commis- 
sioner to Canada and the United Stat- 
es, Mr. Eric Louw, whose headquar- 
terg are in New York and Ottawa, and 
who will probably try to negotiate a 
comprehensive trade treaty between 
Canada and South Africa for the 
benefit of both. South Africa’s main 
exports at present are gold and dia- 
monds, wool, fruits, ostrich feathers, 
mealies, which is simply the South 
African name for our corn, and win- 
es. She sells little of any of these 
things at present to us, but has a 
large trade in them with the United 
States in spite of the tariff of the 
latter country. She is also trying to 
develop tourist traffic with the Unit- 
ed States, for which purpose the 
South African Railways have = ap- 
pointed a publicity agent in the 
United States, whose main policy 
would seem to be to develop’ the 
tourist traffic between North America 
and South Africa during the northern 
winter, which, of course, isthe South 
African summer. South African scen- 
eryis of a very picturesque, in places 
magnificent, character, such places ae 
the Victoria Nyanza falls on the 
Zambezi river and the burial place of 
Cecil Rhodes in the Matoppos Hills 
being amongst the great sights of the 
world. 

South Africa recently had a_ bad 
time economically through the 
strike of seamen on _  the_ British 
steamers trading to and from South 
Africa. This hit South African trade 
very hard, especially the trade in 
perishable foodstuffs. So bad was 
the situation that at one stage some- 
thing like 1000 cases of oranges were 
thrown into ‘the sea daily, and in the 
streets of 'Cape Town the equivalent 
of $1.00 would purchase somewhere 
about 200 oranges. Complete disas. 
ter to the fruit-growers was averted 
only by the chartering of a _ special 
steamer to take the fruit crop. to 
Britain, and it is believed that most 
of the fruit was got over in fair con- 
dition by this means. At one time 
during the etrike there were 22 
steamers lying in harbour at Cape 
Town unable to leave owing to the 
strike. The S. S. Ballarat lay in 
harbour for six weeks with 900 
British emigrants for ‘Australia on 
board. They had to be kept by the P. 
& QO. Company, the owners of the 
ship, but they had to do all their own 
cooking, cleaning up, and other daily 
work on board the steamer. Various 
organizations in Cape Town helped to 
look after them and give them some 
entertainment during the long delay 
till the strike ended and the “Bal- 
larat” could resume her voyage for 
Australia. So difficult was the situ- 
ation that in one instance it was 
even necessary to send mails to Eng. 
land by a German steamer, a develop- 
ment which would have seemed quite 
incredible a few years ago. 

South Africa differs from Canada 
in being a country of very large 
farms instead of comparatively small 
ones. The average farm is about 
2000 acres in extent, of which as a 
rule only a very small part is under 
arable cultivation. The greater part 
is occupied with raising sheep and 
cattle. Cotton growing ig beginning 
in the country, and although still in 
its infancy is niaking very rapid pro- 
gress. The country is far nore sub- 
ject to insect pests than ‘Canada. The 
locust is one of the most formidable 
of these. A locust loud will destroy 
a complete crop in a night. Recently 
great efforts are being made to des- 
troy the locuste. An expedition was 
sent into what used to be German 
South-West Africa, where the locusts 
have their main “jumping off Place,” 
if it may be so termed, for their 
raids into the territory of the Union 
There an attempt was made to des- 
troy the insects before they had 
reached the flying stage of their de- 
velopment by spraying the ground 
with poison, and it is hoped that by

n handling the Canadian banner grain harvest of 
1925, the Canadian Pacific Railway has estab- 
lished record after record in the marketing and load- 
ing of grain so that the figures for the current year 


constltets a record not only for Canada but for the 
world. 

A. Hatton, general superintendent of trausporta- 
tion of the system, has issued a report covering the 
movement of grain on Canadian Pacific western lines 
from August 1 up to midnight Friday, December 18. 
It is shown that on one day, Friday, November 20, 
8,559,000 bushels of grain were marketed and on 
Friday, November 13, 1,994 cars containing approx- 
imately 2,921,000 bushels of grain were loaded. In 
the twenty-four hours of that day this represents 83 
cars loaded every hour or a little more than one and 
one-third cars per minute. 

Usually marketings and loadings take a gudden 
drop with the approach of the close of navigation but 
this year there was little diminution as the report 
shows loadings on December 8 at 1,425 cars. 

Despite advexse weataer conditions in the month 


of October which retarded threshing, marketings up 
to December 18 on Canadian Pacific western lincs 
totalled 160,519,000 bushels of wheat and 36,345,590 
bushels of coarse grains. During the same period 
118,160 cars carrying approximately 173,104,000 
bushels were loaded. Of this loading, 9,000 cars went 
to Vancouver, and a considerable amount was abe 
sorbed by interior flour mills, but che great bulk went 
to the head of the lakes, Fort William and Port 
Arthur, passing through the Winnipeg yards, inelud- 
ing North Transcona, the largest individual yards in 
the world having a capacity of 10,000 cars. 

From there the movement was over a 420 mile 
stretch of double track line to the lake front and on 
this run some records were also made, the highest 
number of loads moved eastward in any one day 
being 1,640. The daily average was in numbers of 
four figures. 

The arrangements made by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway for the conveyance of the crop worked 
smoothly and there was not a single case of car short- 
age justifying the provisions made in the way of 
up-to-date facilities and heavy freight power __ ..4

FEAR 


The bogie man, the goblin and the 
ogre, invented to frighten children in- 
to behaving, often mar the disposi- 
tion of a child. They tend to cause 
timidity and have other unfortunate 
consequences. 

Parents should refrain from telling 
ghost stories that only serve to arouse 
dread in the mind of a child. They 
should teach their children that sleep- 
ing in a dark room is the most natur. 
al thing in the world and that dark 
corners hold no terrors. 

For the average child, the parental 
example of courage and fearlessness 
in meeting all situations will pre- 
vent timidity and cowardice in later 
years. 

Itis always important to interpret 
the fears of children correctly and to 
meet them in a rational way. 

In the case of a child afflicted with 
intense and peristent fears, a physi- 
cian should be consulted. Children 
who suffer from “night terrors” often 
have physical infirmities, and, with 
their removal, the fears disappear. 
In some cases “night terrors" are 


for an aplary is the flora. As bees 
gather nectar from a distance of two 
or three miles from the apiary, it is 
neceseary that the location chosen 
should contain a plentiful supplv of 
nectar secreting flowers within this 
range. A good location is one that 
will provide a continuous supply of 
nectar and pollen from early spring 
until fall and with at least one source 
from which the main crop of honey 
will be gathered. Most locations, in 
the city or country, will provide 
enough nectar to make a few colonies 
profitable, but where it is intended to 
establish a large and permanent 
apiary, the question of flow must re- 
ceive careful consideration. Other 
points to bear in mind, when choosing 
a location, are other apiaries, access- 
ibility. \fire and flood. An apiary 
should be easy to reach by team or 
truck so that supplies can be trans- 
ferred back and forth with little diffi- 
culty. Locations that are already oc- 
cupied. should be avoided; overstock- 
ing a location cuts down the crop. 
Apiaries should not be less than four 
miles apart unless the location is an 
exceptional one. Places that are 
likely to be devastated by fire or 
flood should also be avoided. 

The site chosen for the apiary must 
be well. sheltered from high winds, 
especially the cold winds in the 
spring which usually come~ from the 
north or west. If the bees are to be 
wintered outside, good wind-breaks 
are of utmost importance. It is also 
necessary to have the hives partly 
shaded during the hottest part of the 

ay in summer; this can’ be accom- 
plished by planting a few evergreen 
trees or shrubs in the yard, or taking 
advantage of natural shade. The 
bees should not be placed near a pub- 
lic highway, nor where children are 
likely to play near the hives. 

The arrangement of the hives is 
matter for individual taste, but neat- 
ness and arrangement are secondary 
to convenience in handling. The 
hives may be arranged in pairs or 
singly in rows, but in any arrange. 
ment they must not be crowded to. 
gether or heavy drifting from one 
colony to another will take place. 
There should be at least three fee 
between the hives and six feet be. 
tween rows so that each colony may 
be handled with ease and that neces- 
sary supplies may be moved to or 
from any part of the apiary with hand 
barrow or truck. If the site ig in 
grass this should be kept closely cut 
during the summer, so as not to choke 
the hive entrances.

Net profits for the eleven 
months ending November were $35,- 
827,988.83, an increase of $1,830,-

More than 3,000 farmers of South- 
ern Alberta istened'to Mr. Haney last 
winter in a similar series of meet- 
ings and want him to come back this 
year, but Central Alberta secured his 
promise. 

An important factor associated with 
the addresses given by Mr. Haney is 
the time allotted after each addrese 
for questions. He welcomes interro- 
gators, believing this to be one ‘of the 
best methods of solving the difficul- 
ties peculiar to each community. 

About ten years ago the = agricul- 
tural extension department of the In- 
ternational Harvester Company es- 
tablished two demonstration farms in 
the northwest—one near Aberdeen, S. 
D., and the other near Grand Forks, 
N.D.—and a man by the name of J. 
G. ‘Haney wags placed in charge of 
them as superintendent. 

The purpose of the farms was to 
demonstrate by actual practice the 


‘|right methods for making farming in 


the northwest - 
able. 

The South Dakota farm was all vir- 
gin soil that never had been plowed 
or cultivated. The North Dakota 
farm had been continuously cropped 
to wheat for so many years that th< 
soil had been robbed of nearly all its 
fertility. The main problem in oper- 
ating the one farm was to maintain 
ite fertility; that on the other farm to 
restore the fertility and build up the 
soil. 

The success in the operation o0/{ 
these two farms for the ten or more 
years shows that John Haney was 
the man for the place. 

Years of scientific instruction a‘ 
the Kansas Agricultural College and 
at other colleges, followed by other 
years of practical farming experi. 
ences when conditions were similar 
to those in the northwest, hag fitted 
Haney for the big task assigned him. 

Used Crop Rotation 

He was told to make the farms pay 
without any particular financial as- 
sistance from the Harvester Com- 
pany, and he did. He began modest- 
ly, as any farmer of little meang must 
do. He adopted a system of crop ro- 
tation, grew corn, wheat and offier 
grains, alfalfa and sweet clover, had 
some cattle, hogs and chickens. He 
had a garden. 
legumes and farm manure put fertility 
back into the soil. He showed the 
farmers how easy and yet how need- 
ful it is to grow their living instead 
of buying it. 

When he had cows he needed cow- 
sheds and eilos. He built sheds, not 


permanently  profit- 


,out of lumber, that is expensive and 


jhard to get in the 


Dakotas, ‘but 
out of straw that was cheap and 
plentiful. He made his own silos by 
digging holes in the ground. As his 
earnings permitted he added to his 
equipment. 

Attracted Attention 

His success attracted the attention 
of farmers for mileg around. They 
visited the farins to learn his meth- 
ods. ‘He wrote articles for the pap- 
ers, explaining how he had solved the 
problems that were bothering thous: 
ands. He spoke at farmers’ meetings 
at many points in the north-west. 

He developed a strain of corn par- 
ticularly adapted to the region, and, 
year after year, distributed seed corn 
through those and other states. He 
pointed the way and thousands  fol- 
lowed. Farm prosperity increased; 
better homes were built; communities 
took on new life. 

In Western Canada they heard of 
Haney and asked him to come and 
talk to them. He went. He spoke 
in 250 communities. He started a 
diversified farming movement in 
many sections where it had been al- 
most unknown. 

Then the Harvester Company es- 
tablished a demonstration farm near 
Oak Lake, Manitoba, and put Haney 
in charge of it. Bventually it will do 
ag much for Western Canada as the 
Dakota farms have done for the 
Northwestern states. 

Coming to Alberta 

This man; Haney, who has helped 
so many committees solve the same 
farm problems that are bothering us, 
is coming here to give the farmers of 
this community the same assistance. 

He ig to be one of the speakers at 
the educational farm meetings to be 
held in Central Alberta from January 


21 till February 8, which are to bed Px

SELECTING BIRDS 
FOR BREEDERS 


(Experimental Farms Notes) 

Vigour in the birds selected for 
breeding ie of paramount importance. 
No matter for what purpose the mat- 
ing is made, vigour in the breeding 
stock cannot with safety be  over- 
looked. 

Results of experiments conducted 
by the Dominion Experimental Farins 
show that birds that have received 
full maturity make the best hreeders. 
This does not mean that well maiur- 
ed pullets may not ve used, ut de- 
pender.ce should main'y be placed on 
hens— The fertility and hatchability 
of the eggs, in many caseg, are just 
as good,or even better, when pullets 
are used, but as a rule the viability 
and growth of the resulting chicks 
are much better where hens are 
used. 

A male of known heavy laying ‘1n- 
cestry should be selected to head the 
pen in breeding for heavy egg pro- 
duction. Not only should his female 
progenitors have laid a large number 
of eggs, but the eggs should have 
been of standard size. Too little at- 
tention has been paid to this in the 
past, with the result that many of the 
high laying strains are now being 
discredited on account of the small 
eggs which they are producing. 

The male should be full bodied; 
broad across the ‘back, with the 
width carried right back to the tai! 
deep from the back to the bottom of 
the keel to allow of capacity, and he 
should stand straight with his legs 
well apart. The skin should be soft 
and pliable, the head clean cut, the 
face smooth and free from wrinkles, 
and the eye bright and prominent. 

The clean cut face and the bright 
eye are indications of nervous ener- 
gy, without which bodily indications 
count for little. 

\_The points mentioned above should 
also be considered when selecting 
the females. 

When possible, dependence should 
be placed on actual trap-nest records, 
and where this is done it will be 
found that the best producers are 
those that very closely conform to 
the foregoing description.

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most satisfactory for supplying the 
needed protein in the ration. A 
number of protein supplements are 
on the market which are non-perish- 
able and less bulky than milk. The 
most common of these is tankage, a 
commercial slaughterhouse _ by-pro- 
duct. This is, however, more expen- 
sive and less satisfactory than milk. 

A test has been conducted at the 
Dominion BPxperimental Station, 
Scott, Sask., by feeding three lots of 
pigs a similar grain ration during 
the growing period, with ten per cent. 
tankage added to the ration in one 
lot, and an average of six pounds of 
buttermilk per head per day to the 
second lot. A third lot was used aga 
check and fed the grain ration with 
water. The amount of grain requir- 
ed to produce one hundred pounds 
gain in the buttermilk lot was only 
three hundred and thirty-five pounds, 
in the tankage lot three hundred and 
sixty-five pounds, and in the check lot 
four hundred and forty-three pounds. 
In another test where two lots were 
fed a similar grain ration, with one 
lot getting an average of six to seven 
pounds of buttcrmilk per head per 
day for only forty-three days, the 
amount of grain required per hundred 
pounds gain was two hundred and 
fifty pounds in the case of the butter. 
milk lot and four hundred and eeven. 
ty pounds in the check lot. At the 
end of forty-three days the  butter- 
milk was no longer available and the 
lots were divided—half of each lot 
being put on pasture and the remain- 
der continued in feed without pas- 
ture. In both cases the pigs which 
had received buttermilk for forty: 
three days not only held the differ. 
ence in weight gained while getting 
buttermilk, but made greater gain as 
a result of having received the small 
allowance of buttermilk for the forty- 
three days. The difference was more 
marked in the dry lot than on pas. 
ture. 

A very reasonable quantity of milk 
seems to be sufficient to make a great 
difference in gain,and in addition the 
lots getting buttermilk invariably 
show a bloom and thrift which is 


lacking when milk is not supplied. 

When a pig is given all the milk it 
will take its middle usually becomes 
heavy and the best value is not 
realized from the milk. Farmers 
living near a creamery shout, when 
possible, make use of this very 
valuable feed if there is not enough 
skim-milk available at home.

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THE STAGE IN RED DEER 


There is quite a small epidemic of 
local plays in town at present. Just 
before Christmas the school pupils 
produced their plays and did them 
very well indeed. Last week “Light: 
house Nan” drew crowded houses, 
and at the end of this week the 
Dramatic Club is giving its perform: 
ances of “Tilly of Bloomsbury.” In 
addition there have been several 
other plays performed during the 
Winter by various organizations in 
town. The result is that quite a 
large number of people have been 
getting some taste of acting, and the 
citizens at large have had ample op- 
portunity of making comparisons be- 
tween the different organizations and 
the various actresses and _ actors 
representing them. 

Reduced to the barest terms a stage 
play is merely a story told with ac- 
tion as well as words, and mankind 
appeare to have loved stories from the 
earliest dawn of time. That is why 
acting of some kind or another has 
been so constantly an established 
feature of human society in nations of 
all ages and widely separated lands. 
A story told in words only may be 
highly interesting, and even exciting, 
according to the subject and the ekil! 
ofthe narrator,but aistory which can 
be watched as well ae listened to in 
its progress, seems to have much 
greater attractions for the average 
person. Fashions in stories vary 
with time and with peoples. Iu some 
countries the people seem to enjoy 
sad and gloomy stories. Russia is 
an instance of this, and the taste 
seems to indicate a morbid tendency 
of the national mind. In other coun- 
tries the great demand is for humour. 
The people who go to the theatre 
want to laugh and be amused. That 
seems certainly the prevailing taste 
among us. The average theatre-goer 
in English-speaking countries at the 
present time does not want either in- 
struction or edification. He wants 
fun. Particularly is this the case in 
‘Canada and the United States, and it 
is perhaps the natural indication of 
young nations, just as the love of fun 
and laughter is of young people, who 
do not trouble themselves if their 
fun is of rather a superficial kind. 
Why should they be serious before 
their time, they say. That will come 
goon enough with the on-moving 
years. 

At the same time fun and laughter 
are not everything in life, and there. 
fore the stage and its stories are not 
well balanced if they confine them- 
selves wholly to comedies and light 
plays. There are other kinds of stor. 
ies to be told on the stage, and the 
skill of dramatists, living and dead, 
has made them available for us in 
plenty. If, therefore, there is to be 
created here in our little community 
something like a fashion in the get- 
ting up and acting of plays, it is 
worth while considering whether it 
should not be better organized, so 
that not only should all who want to 
do anything of the sort have a chance 
to take part in the plays, but that 
plays of various types-should be pre. 
sented. Anybody who has had any: 
thing to do with the getiing up of 
amateur plays knows that the de- 
mand they make on the time-—not to 
mention the temper—of those con. 
cerned is so heavy that it is prac- 
tically impoesible for one set of peo 
ple to get up more than one play ina 
season. Would it not be a good thing 
if at the beginning of each Winter 
something like a conference were to 
be held, at which as many as_ pos. 
sible of the different organizations 
which usually think of getting up 
plays should be represented, and a 
regular programme drawn up for the 
Winter with dates and plays allotted 
beforehand and planned so ags_ to 
take in as wide a range of different 
plays as possible, including musical 
plays and comparatively simple 
operas. No doubt the co-operation of 
the local theatre proprietor wou'd be 
easily obtained, and if it became a 
more or less recognized custom that 
on one night of each week some form 
of local play or musical entertainment 
could be seen at the local theatre, 
there would ten’ to grow up not only 
a healthy competition amongst the 
various organizations concerned, but 
also a theatre-going fashion, which 
would be of assistance in keeping a 
good theatre running in town, while 
it would add one more small factor to 
the reputation of our city as a pleas. 
ant place of residence, which {is 
what we all want to see. If there is 
anything in this suggestion, It is to 
be hoped that it will not be allowed to 
pass without any action being taken 
about it. 


THE DOMINION GOVERNMENT 
STATES ITS PLANS 


The speech from the throne at the 
opening of tue Dominion parliament 
on Friday last followed pretty closely 
the lines anticipated. The main feat- 
mires of the government programme 


are given elsewhere in this issue. 
They are of such a character as_ to 
render it at least possible for the 
Progressive party to give the Govern- 
ment the support necesgary to carry 
on through the coming session. While 
the Conservatives have naturally chal- 
lenged the government on the whole 
question of their right to hold office 
under the existing circumstances, 
there is no occasion for drastic con. 
demnation of the line taken by the 
Government in respect to its pro- 
gramme. It was almost inevitable 
that the Government should make the 
bid which it ig making for Progres- 
sive support. In doing so it is mere- 
ly following the tradi{ional line of 
political parties in a difficult  situ- 
ation and, in fact, of human nature 
generally. That of course does not 
imply that the Governnm:.:.‘'s action 
is particularly praisewort':y or in- 
spired by any very lofty principles. 
After the election speeches made by 
Mr. McKenzie King it would have been 
a matter for extreme surprise if the 
Government, of which he is still the 
head, although not a member of the 
House, had taken a line marked by 
unswerving devotion to his profeied 
principles. The greater part of the 
government programme is not of a 
very contentious character, provided 
that the manner of carrying it out 
does not prove to be objectionable in 
detail. Probably all citizens of \Cana- 
da will approve of reductions in taxa- 
tion, and the consolidation of public 
departments, if it means reduction in 
government expenses, is a good thing. 
The encouragement of the agricul:ur- 
al population to stay on the land is 
equally sound. The merite «! the 
rural credits scheme will entirely 
depend on the detailed principles cn 
which it ig based, but the basic idea 
has received acceptance in a large 
number of countries, and is not likely 
to be found fault with. In the same 
way the tariff advisory board will be 
good or bad according to the manner 
in which it is constituted and the 
way it doesits work. If it ig@ merely an 
assemblage of political nominees ap- 
pointed to give acovering of nominally 
technical advice to a policy determin- 
ed beforehand by the theoretical prin- 
ciples of the Government, it will be 
nothing but a useless expense, If, on 
the other hand, it is composed of real 
experts in business and trade matters 
appointed to give genuine impartia! 
advice with a view to the welfare of 
the Dominion as a whole, it may 
quite possibly be an excellent thing. 
Unfortunately the tone of the King 
government hitherto does not lead one 
to expect that it will have the second 
and more preferable character. The 
completion of the Hudson Bay railway 
is the most doubtful of the govern- 
ment proposals. It is a highly contro- 
versial scheme, though the contro- 
versy does uot follow political party 
lines, but is rather a dispute between 
different sections of the country 
whose interests are affected by the 
proposed railway in contrary ways. 
The criticiam that seems natural 
about this railway is that the Cana- 
dian public have never received ade- 
quate information as tu how the rail- 
way came to be so far completed by 
previous governments unless they had 
been satisfied as to its desirability 
and further just what the real merits 
and demerits of the whole scheme are. 
Its supportere say that it is quite 
likely to turn cut of almost equal 
value to Central Canada as the Cana- 
dian Pacific has been to the whole of 
Canada. Its opponents say that 
it will be even more of a_ useless 
and expensive white elephant than 
the Canadian National Railway sys- 
tem is at present. Neither 
put its case to the public in a really 
convincing fashion. The suspicion of 
prejudice and special pleading has 
clung to almost all the statements 
fgsued for or against the scheme. 
The transfer of the natural resources 
to Alberta is hardly a matter for 
great controversy outside of Alberta. 
It is a matter for a certain amount 
of doubt on the part of the people of 
Alberta itself, but on the whole the 
feeling seems to be in favour of the 
Province taking over these resources, 
and if the outcome is a loss instead of 
gain no one section of the Province 
and no one political party is entitied 
to throw much blame on other see. 
tions or other parties for the mistake. 
The net resu/c of the Government’s

Countries like Belgium 
and Holland, low-lying and flat, not 
easily drained, and with a hungry 
sea always fretting against the dykes 
that keep it out of their densely popu- 
lated lands, must look with great 
anxiety on a condition of things which 
threatens to create a sea within the 
dykes in addition to the one already 
outside them.

the sight of men. In other countries 
like Roumania the floods have swept 
away villages and drowned large 
numbers of poor people unable to 
escape in time, or have destroyed 
all their possessions and left them in 
a destitute and starving condition, de- 
pendent on government or charitable 
assistance for the merest necessaries 
of existence. Where political dis- 
content already existed, the addition- 
al burden of such calamities is apt 
to have serious results for govern- 
ments none too firmly established. In 
France the capital city of Paris is 
again facing the danger of inundation 
on a wide scale, and once again it 
appears that little or nothing has 
been done to prepare against such an 
emergency, although repeated pre- 
vious experiences of the same_ kind 
ought to have led to the government 
or the city authorities constructing 
the necessa.y works to protect the 
city from the ,tremendous danger 
and logs involved in such a flood. In 
a country where the government is 
apt ‘to change two or three times in 
each year, anything like preparations 
against a calamity which may not oc- 
cur for a few years, is apparently apt 
to de overlooked as of nothing like as 
much importance as the immediate 
manoeuvres ot rival political parties, 
so the Parisians will presumably 
have to see their homes under water 
and their streets turned into tempor- 
ary waterways through the neglect to 
take precautions beforehand. It is 
juet as wellthat we should note these 
untimely happenings in other coun- 
tries, so that we may realize how 
favoured we sometimes are in respect 
of climate, and also that although we 
may grumble occasionally about our 
government and our politicians, they 
are really above rathen than below 
the average of the world in their 
capacity and care for the people who 
have entrusted their interests to 
them.

SENSATIONAL AND 
MYSTERIOUS KILL-

Two alleged murders have taken 
place in the last week or two in Cal- 
gary and Edmonton respectively, 
which are attracting a good deal of 
public notice.

Chidgey, a Calgary blacksmith, shot 
dead R. B. S. Taylor, a 'C.P.R. em- 
ployee, in the presence of Mrs. Chid- 
gey, and thereafter gave himself up 
to the police. He has been committed 
for trial for murder. The present 
indication is that the plea of self- 
defence will be put forward on his be- 
half. 

In the second case Jacob Milner, an 
old man, who carried on a small mer- 
chant’s business in Edmonton, was 
found in his store shot dead, appar- 
ently by a .22 rifle. In this case the 
murderer has not yet been’ found. 
Two rifles have been found, whic 
are thought to have some connection 
with the cage, but for the present 
the case is involved in mystery.

COUNCIL MEETING 


The regular meeting of the City js 
Council was held in the city hall on 
Monday evening. ‘Mayor Johns pre- 
sided and all the aldermean , were 
present and Commissioner Stephen- 
son. “The Council sat as a Court of 
Revision and dealt with matters left |: 
over from the last sitting of the court. 
The appeal -with respect to the im- 
frovements on the. property of the. 


, Union Securities Co.,-which is the old 


Red Deer Club House and ‘A. P. P, 
building, was first dealt with. On| 
Mr. Dawe’s report the 
was reduced by $250.00 to $1350.00. 

The assessment of the Alberta Paci- 
fic Elevator was also reduced to 
$5900.00 and that of the National Ele- 
vator Co. to $4600.00 Mr. Harden- 
berg’s appeal as to the improvements 
on his property, which had now been 
removed, resulted in the reduction by 
$100.00 of the assessment. 

Considerable discussion took place 
as to the C.N.R. appeal as to the 
value of their property south of Ross 
St. The Council found a certain 
amount of difficutly in arriving at a 
proper assessment of this amount, 
but eventually it was decided to up- 
hold the assessment as fixed by the 
assessor, and similarly the company’s 
appeal for a reduction in the assess- 
ment of their turntable in Red Deer 
was dismissed. The assessment roll 
as revised was approved. 

The Council then took up _ the 
regular business, and ‘Mayor Johns in 
opening the proceedings referred 
with much feeling to the loss which 
the community has sustained through 
the death of L. J. Porter, who was onc 
of the best citizens in the community 
in his own quiet and unobtrueive way. 
The Council unanimously passed a 
resolution of extreme regret at his 
death, a copy of which is being sent 
to Mr. Porter's family. 

Correspondence was read _ from 
Charles A. Weston as to the proposed 
bytaw for early closing in summer. 
He reported that it had been approv- 
ed by all the merchants in town with 
only one _ suggested amendment, 
namely, that the time of cloging 
should be from the 24th of May to the 
6th of Sept., inclusive. The Council 
decided to discuss wis. point at their 
next meeting. 

R. H. Blades wrote that he and his 
brother had purchased the Ostrander 
elevator and proposed to instal a 
midget flour mill and wished to know 
what concessions the City wuuld make 
to them so that they could operate 
this profitably. The Council wished 
to know what were the concessions 
Mr. Blades had in view and decided 
to defer consideration of his letter un- 
til he had made this point clear. 

W. J. Botterill wrote that he had 
rented the small building opposite the 
C.P.R. station to ‘W. L. McBride at 
$10.00 per month and suggested that 
it should be let for one year at this, 
rate. The Council decided to accept 
Mr. Botterill’'s suggestion, the rent 
to be paid quarterly in advance. W. 
J. Botterill wrote also as to various 
tenants of city property who had been 
in arrears with their rente. Some of 
these had reduced their arrears sub- 
stantially while others had failed to 
do sq. Mr. Botterill stated that all he 
could suggest was that those tenants 
who failed to make satisfactory pay- 
ments should be requested to pay in 
advance or to vacate the premises. 
He suggested a complete survey of 
the city property with a view to re- 
vision of the existing arrangements. 
This letter provoked considerable dis. 
cussion, it being agreed that the prob. 
lem was an extremely difficult one 
both with respect to rents of city 
property and water rates. On the 
one hand there wag reluctance’ to 
take stringent measures against old 
residents of the city whose circum. 
stances are now straitened, and on 
the other hand it was felt that the 
Council could not make distinctions 
in its treatment between various tax- 
payers, and that if an attitude of char. 
ity was to be acopted, it must be 
clearly expressed as being such in 
justice to the genéral body of the 
taxpayers. It was finally decided 
that the Commissioners should adopt 
Mr. Botterill’s suggestion of making 
a complete tour of the city proper- 
ties and bringing in a full report on 
all cases including suggestions as to 
the policy to tbe pursued by the city, 
so that the Counctl with this report 
befcre them might decide what was 
to be done. It was felt that in some 
cases there might be alternative 
premises belonging to the city avail- 
able which could be occupied by some 
of the present tenants, leaving their 
present premises vacant to be let to 
other tenants. Alderman Howlett 
asked on behalf of one of the city 
tenants to know if the ,City would 
give him a small extension of time 
for the payment of this rent as he was 
out of work. It was decided to leave 
this matter over for one month.

Bolshevist action of the working men 
in-the years immediately following the 
war, the Fascist movement quickly 
stopped the Bolshevist, tendency. 
The march.on Rome to upset the in- 
competent government brought ona 
crisis, when- the King was asked to 
declare martial law, and - thereby 
precipitate civil war. He refused to 
do so, and thereby not only prevented 
civil war,.but-aiso probably saved his 
own throne, if not his life. At the 
head of the movement was Mussolini, 
who had worked his way up from a 
poor and friendless boy to be the first 
editor. of the socialist paper, the 
Avanti, the management of. which 
bhought him into conflict with the 
government and landed him in prison! 
on one or two occasions. The war. 
came and fighting, and being wound- 
ed in it, he learned also the value ay”? 
necesaity of discipline, so that when 
after the war he saw his country 
threatened with anarchy, he threw 
himself into.the movement to save it 
and ‘became the leader of that move- 
ment in its hour of victory. 

Once in power Mussolini proceeded 
to show his complete contemrt for 
the old Parljament and the politicians. 
He addressed them in terms of stud- 
ied contempt, and informed them that 
he could govern without their assis- 
tance or consent and would certainly 
do so, if they made any attempt at 
resistance to his wishes. For a 
time the government of the country 
was carried on a semi-military fash- 
ion, but later an attempt or profes- 
sion of a return to semi-constitution- 
al government was made, when a new 
electoral law was passed under which 
the political party which at a general 
election obtained a bare majority of 
the total votes cast, was allotted two- 
thirds of the seats in the Chamber of 
Deputier. Controlling the elections 
as it did, the Fascist government was 
thus abletosecurea practically pack- 
ed parliament, which was entirely at 
the disposal of the government. Sub- 
sequently this electoral law has been 
repealed, but no new elections hav- 
ing been held, the Parliament remains 
more or legs of a farce, and the coun- 
try is governed by an armed militia. 

The Fascist government set to work 
at once to improve the administration 
of the country, and in this respect it 
has been of great benefit to the Italian 
people. Strikes and trouble in .the 
northern factories huve stopped. In 
the backward southern section of Italy 
schemes have been set in motion for 
the drainage of land, ‘construction of 
new lines of communication, and im- 
proved agricultural organization. Th- 
whole country presents an improved 
aspect in respect of material condi- 
tions. The other side of the story is 
to be found in the virtual suppression 
of all liberty of criticism either in the 
press or in public meetings. The op- 
position newspapers have been muzzl- 
ed and the muzzle has been: steadily 
tightened with the passage of time. 
Further, there have been repeated 
acts of violence ‘by members of the 
Fascisti organization against non- 
members, and it has become public 
property through the publication of 
such documents as General Boni’s in- 
structions to various government 
officials, that these attacks have had 
the approval of the Fascisti govern- 
ment, even if they were not actually 
planned by them. Farinacci, the Sec- 
retary-General of the- Fascisti, has 
repeatedly made public speeches in 
which he has expressea approval of 
the use of force against the enemiega 
of Fascism. The’ most serious of 
these Incidents was the murder of the 
Socialist deputy, Matteotti, who was 
abducted in Rome, murdered, and his 
dead body found outside the city with 
marks of brutal ill-treatment on it. 
The indignation caused by this mur- 
der throughout the country seemed 
ag if it might shake ti:e position of 
the government, and it was thoughi 
necessary to publish statements, in 
which the murder was condemned, 
and punishment of the murderers 
promised, but though certain arrests 
were made, such delays have taken 
Place in the trials and punishment 
that it has become apparent that the 
government has no deeire to inflict 
appropriate penaltiesonits own sup 
porters. As recently as October last 
in Florence there occurred an out- 
break of violence which was in the 
main directed against the Free- 
masons, who were accused by the 
Fascisti of attempting to organize 
against the government. In the course 
of thie outbreak a prominent mem. 
ber of the Fascisti was shot dead 
while attempting to attack a much 
respected lawyer who was a_ Free. 
mason, and this was at once followed 
by the murder of several Freemasons 
in revenge, and the severe beating cf 
others, while the headquarters of the 
Freemasons was destroyed and, also 
the premises of newspapers suspect- 
ed of being in sympathy with th=m. 
In November at the Armistice Day 
celebrations in Rome a plot was dis- 
covered by the Fascisti police to 
aseassinate Mussolini, while he was 
taking the salute of the Fascisti 
procession. The person primarily in- 
volved in the plot was a_ Socalist 
deputy, Zaniboni, who had hired a 
room in an hotel opposite to the bal: 
cony on which Mussolini was to 
stand, and had a rifle ready fitted 
with telescopic sights, with which he 
apparently intended to shoot the Fae 
cist leader. It has peen suggested 
that there was a widespread plot in 
existence on this occasion, and that 
its was planned in France, where 
‘many of the opponents of Fascism 
have taken refuge, but there is no 
clear evidence as te the whole truth 
of the incident. 

It has become clear in recent 
monthe that there is a bitter conflict 
between Fascism and Freemasonry, 
and the Fascist government has at- 
tacked the Freemasons all over 
country. This at once raises the 
question of the relations between the 
Government and the Roman Catholie 
church. Ever since the taking of 
Rome in 1870, when the forces of the 
Italian government suppreseed_ the 
temporal power of the Pope, there 
has been a sort of truce between the 
government and the Papacy, under 
which the Pope has retained power 
within the boundaries of the Vatican 
only, and in consequence of which ° 
Popes have never left the Vatican, 
but have remained within its walls as | 
a standing protest against the loss of i 
their temporal power, Latterly there 


ONE WHO HAS HAN HXPHRIDNCH | kave been hints of a possible recon- 
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ciliation between the Papacy and the 
Fascist government, and it has even 
been suggested that. this might: go so 
far‘as to put an end ‘to this voluntary 
imprisonment of the'’Popes. . In view 
of the. standing quarrel between — the 
‘Papacy and Freemasonry in Italy, the 
attacks now made on the latter by 
the Fascist government are elgnifi- 
cant, and.it may possibly be that the 
power of the Roman Catholic.church 
is being exerted in support of Mus: 
solini. 

In the meantime the question arises 
whether Mussolini~will be able to 
maintain his: more or less despotic 
power. He thas now destroyed even 
the semblance of parliamentary auth: 
ority, and ‘has enacted that he is re 
sponsible to the Kiug alone and not 
to parliament, which is no longer 
allowed to initiate any legislative 
measures unless these have received 
the approval beforehand of the govy- 
ernment. The risk of the assassina- 
tion of Mussolini by some of, hia 
enemies is clearly recognized and 
General Badoglio, Chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff, has already been named as 
his successor in such an event. 

While the country is internally in a 
better stute than formerly, there are 
acute problems which have to be 
solved. The balance of trade is 
against Italy, and she has moreover 
an overflowing population, for which 
there ig no suitable outlet in Italian 
territory. Under these circumstances 
the risk of Mussclini with his doc- 
trine of force, attempting to solve his 
problem by force and at fhe same time 
divert the attention of the people 
from his despotic home government, 
is considerable. There are various 
directions in which he might move. 
Tunis in North Africa belongs . to 
France, but the number of Italians 
resident in it already ig greater than 
the number of Frenchmen, and the 
disparity is constantly increasing. The 
territory of Turkey, undeveloped and 
rich, offers a tempting field for ad. 
venture, especially with Italy already 
in possession- of "the Dodecanese 
Island off the Turkish coast. In the 
south of France there Is a_ flond ‘\ of 
Italian settlement going on, and “in 
the United States the numbere of 
Italians are so 1.rge that certain sec 
tions of the country seem likely to 
become predominantly Latin in the 


next. generation... If. there ‘is behind 
Mussolini’ not only. the force of the 
Fascist: organization, but also that:

abcrt half past. one (o'clock, request-. 


ing the attendance of a body. of \Here- 
ford: constables..to assist in ‘yuelling 
the riotous proceedings at the ‘polling 
booths. This request emanating from 
the deputy sheriff, Superintendent 
Gregory, of the Hereford constabu- 
lary, deeming it his duty to obey, pro- 
ceeded to put his own men in cnirge 
of a brother superintendent, and hav- 
ing secured 20 ‘strong special 
stables, with the assistance of-Super- 
intendent Hodgkinson, of Weobley, 
and P. C. Hopton, start2d per coach 
to Ross, which they reached a little 
before four o’clock. On entering the 
field where the booths were pitched, 
they were met by a body of con. 
stables wearing the colours of the 
Liberals, and with the name of their 
candidate, Mr. G. (CC. Lewis, printed 
and stuck on their hats or arms (most 
of them jin a state of intoxication) 
who with curses demanded their busi- 
ness. Gregory at once replied that 
they had come to assist them in pro- 
tecting and preserving the peace 
when they (the Ross constables) ut- 
tered serious threats, saying that 
“they wanted no protection there and 
be —-—— if they would have it,” and 
imme:liately a shower of sticks and 
stones rained around them, injuring 
them more or iess. These fellows 
(about 300 in number) flourished their 
steves about, and declared that i 
Gregory and his.men did not beat a 
retreat they would drive them away 
Superintendent ‘Hodgkinson did all he 
could to conciliate them, asking them 
where Supt. Blosett was, and giving 
them to understand that they were 
not party men; but they said “they 
would give him Blosett and be 
to him.” Then then made a rush at 
Hodgkinson and his companions, most 
of whom, feeling they would have no 
chance with such a numerous body of 
ruffians, took to their heels, and those 
who could run the’ fastest escaped 
the least hurt. Hodgkinson, who did 
not feel disposed to be thought a 
cow.rd, moved but slowly away, and 
was overtaken, and shamefully beat 
en by eight or ten men having con- 
stables’ staves and badges. His hat 
was cut through in several places by 
these sticks, his left ear-split, end his 
head and shoulders much bruised. He 
succeeded in getting away from these 
fellows, but had only proceeded over 
Wilton bridge, when he was met by 
the 
most unmanly and brutal conduct to 
wards him. Having belaboured him 
with sticks they threw him over a 
wall running from the bridge, into a 
meadow about ten or twelve feet 
from the top of the same, when he fel} 
in a bed of nettles, from which h’‘ 
back was much bruised. A third 
attack was then made upon him, but 
through the interference of some 
gentlemen, he got away to his. com. 
panions. By this time another man of 
the Hereford constables, named Wall, 
had come up, and Hodgkinson endeav- 
oured to persuade them that Wall did 
not belong to his party, but they 
knocked him about with their staves 
in a shocking manner. He was very 
much bruised, and at one time it was 
thought one of his arms was broken. 


Mr. Wallace Hall and several other 
gentlemen addressed the mob, urg- 
ing them to be peaceable, which ap- 
peared to have a little “effect, ‘but 
they continued to parade about tho 
streets, uttering threats and putting 
themselves in menacing attitudes, It 
should be remarked that when the 
attack was made on thé booths not 
one of the cowardly constables made 
the slightest resistance. Had proper 
measures been taken at first, it is 
Probable circumstances would not 
have turned out so disastrous and so 
disgraceful as they have. During the 
day respectable persons on tendering 
their votes were chased like animals 
over the meadow, and threatened 
with awful consequences if they car. 
tied out their intentions. Capt. 
Power, Mr. Hutchinson Collins, Mr. 
Pritchard, and several other gentle. 
men were insulted and ill-usad. Mr. 
H. Minett, solicitor, hearing that a 
body of drunken navvies were expect- 
ed from the Lea to wreak their ven- 
geance upon the offenders, patrolled 
the town until half past two o'clock 
the following morning, but happily 
they did not come, and no further 
disturbance took place. 


In conclusion, we hope that these 
fellows will be brought to justice, as 
many of them can be identified, and 
should: be made to suffer severely both 
for having violated their office as con.

The 
president named a nominating com- 
mittee, consisting of F. W. Galbraith, 
chairman, J. Fulton, H. H. Humber, 
H. B. Maunsell, and P. ‘Pederson. The 
annual meeting was fixed for Tues: 
day, 19th January. Several small 
accounts were passed for payment.

The Central and Northern Alberta 
Land Settlement Association wrote 
that they are proposing to hold meet- 
ings at central points in the Province 
in order to stimulate interest in im- 
migration, and that at such meetings 
various prominent men were ready to 
speak, including “Premier Brownlee, 
Johu Imrie of the Edmonton Journal, 
and others. The Association wished to 
know whether the Board would like 
to have one of these gentlemen speak 
at some meeting under ite auspices in 
Red Deer. It was decided to refer 
this letter to the annual meeting. 

The Topographical Survey of Cana- 
da wrote as to a new detailed map of 
this district which is ready for the 
market and asking the Board to as- 
sist in its exhibitor and sale. The 
Board will take steps accordingly. 

The Calgary Board of Trade wrote 
enclosing a resolution as to redistri- 
bution of seats in the provincial legis. 
lature of Alberta. A copy of the re. 
port of their ‘Council was enclosed, 
and the endorsement of the Red Deer 
Board was asked for. This Calgary 
report suggested a reduction of mem 
bers from the present number to 30 
or 35, the introduction of one system 
of voting for the whole province, rep- 
refentation by population, go that 
each member should represent a sim- 
ilar number of people. It was sug- 
gested further that the actual num- 
ber of members should be fixed by 
the legislature, which should also fix 
the quota of population per member, 
while an entirely independent non- 
political committee should determine 
the boundaries of the constituencies. 
Some discussion took place as_ to 
these recommendations. E. S. Hogg 
said that he approved of some but not 
of others. R. B. Welliver suggested 
that it was too large a question for 
the Council to ‘handle immediately 
and suggested a small comittee being 
appointed to consider the resolutions 
at their leisure and bring any recom. 
mendations to the general meeting, 
This suggestion was adopted, Messrs. 
Hogg, Galbraith and Welliver being 
appointed as the commiteee, with Mr. 
Hogg as chairman.

He further asked if the Board 
approved of the principle of alcoholic 
liquor being sold on commission and 
what reasons could be given why the 
withdrawal of these warehouses from 
Red Deer would hurt Red Deer as a 
distributing centre. It was added

Here and There 


“Canada has the greatest oppor- 
tunity of any community on the face 
of the earth,” stated St. Loe Strachy, 
editor and proprietor of the London 
Spectator, in the course of a recent 
address before the Canadian Club. 
He stressed the advantages the coun- 
try enjoyed in her large wheat area, 
electrical energy, wood pulp and 
mineral assets. 


Between 20,000 and 25,000 men are 
expected to work in the forests of 
the Province of Quebec during the 
coming winter, according to the chief 
forester of the province. It is an- 
ticipated there will be a good season 
in the pulp and paper products, but 
that the cut of lumber will not be 
60 heavy owing to the low price pre- 
valent for sawn lumber. 


Cordial relations between the ports 
of Quebec and Liverpool were em- 
phasized recently by the exchange 
of cables by the respective Chief 
Magistrates. of the two cities. The 
occasion was the Civic Week Celebra- 
tion at Liverpool when the ‘Lord 
Mayor, Thomas Dowd, sent Mayor 
Joseph Samson, of Quebec, greet- 
ings to which the latter responded. 


A record for October weddings 
was established at the Windsor Sta- 
tion, Montreal, early in that month, 
when twenty couples invaded the 
Concourse on their way to Boston, 
Quebec, Ottawa and Toronto. Two 
of the bridegrooms were bounced 
following time-honored custom. It 
used to be the fashion to subject 
brides to this usage, but sire the 
advent of short skirts the practice 
has been frowned upon. 


Establishing what is easily a world 
record for movement of wheat, grain 
poured into Fort William and Port 
Arthur elevators at the rate of 
nearly thirty bushels a second for 
the whole of the 24 hours of October 
5, from Canadian Pacific Railway 
cars. In all, 1,704 cars were un- 
loaded during the day and each car 
carries an average load of 1,500 
bushels, representing a total of 2,- 
556,000 bushels. 


Driving into stationary trains on 
level crossings seems to be a favorite 
sport om the part of a number of 
motorists judging by reports com- 
ing im recently from different sec- 
tions. The latest is from Galt, 
where an automobile, in broad day- 
light, ran into a freight train con- 
sisting of 18 loaded and 15 empty 
cars standing in plain view on a 
crossing. Fortunately no one was 
hurt, but the instance is another of 
gross carelessness on the part of 
motorists. 


The Grand Challenge Cup, em- 
blematic of the First Aid champion- 
ship of the entire system of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, was won 
by the Weston Shops team, of Win- 
nipeg, champions. of the West, 
againut McAdam, N.B., team, cham- 
pions of the East and last year’s 
winners, after a searching test of 
the two teams conducted at the Place 
Viger Hotel, Montreal, recently. The 
margin between the two teams was 
so narrow as to be in doubt to the 
last moment. Weston took 607 
points out of a possible 672 and 
McAdam had 499. 


Tourist ‘traific development 
throughout Canada has reached such 
proportions as to equal the value of 
a fairly good wheat crop, and such 
development has only just begun, is 
the opinion of Colonel Phil. Moore, 
of Yoho Valley, B.C., interviewed re- 
cently.
